ALBERTA’S CLIMATE. 


Parthe: Remarks of Mr. ©. C, MeCaul on 
the Rffeote the Chincok Winds have

In the last number of the American Met- 
eorological Journal, published at Aun Ar> 
bor, Mich., Mr. C. C, McCaul returns to 
the disewasion of the climate of South Al- 
berta, about which he published an artic’e 
in the August number ef the sawe maga- 
acne.
